RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 27th February, 1996 

F. No. 14/18/92-T.~The Government of India constituted the Justice J. S, Verma Commission of Inquiry on 27-5-91 
to enquire into the security lapses in the assassination of Shri Rajiv Gandhi, former Prime Minister of India, and also whether 
the assassination could have been averted. 

The Commission of Inquiry submitted its report on 15-6-92 to the Government of India in which it recorded, inter alia, 

that— 


(a) the decision of the Central Government on 30-1-90 to withdraw the SPG cover to Shri RajiV- ^jandhi without 
provision for a suitable alternative for his proximate security and the consequent withdrawal of the SPG cover 
reducing the level of protection to Shri Rajiv Gandhi without any reduction in the threat to him was unjustified; 

(b) the Central Government's decision on 30-1-90 was prompted more by lack of proper perception or the requisite 
will than the stated difficulties; 

(c) there was failure of the Central Government to provide to Shri Rajiv Gandhi a suitable alternative cover for his 

proximate security after the withdrawal of the SPG cover as a result of the Central Government's decision dated 
30-1-90 in spite of a felt need for the same. 

The Government of India accepted these findings and held that there was failure to provide a suitable alternative cover 
for the proximate security of Shri Rajiv Gandhi. 

The Cabinet resolves to place on record its severe condemnation of the decision of the Central Government 
dated 30-1-90,
